Since thnt tii'.ie i have consulted with 


our district presidents who concur fully 
in my views. 


We desire to assure you again that we 


feel keenly the responsibility of our po- 
sition and the gravity of the situation, 
a^:l it woi'.lil give us-grent plcmurc to 
take a::y ai-tion ivhieh would bring this 
coal strike to nn end in a manner that 
woi.M saioguar'1 the interests of our 
constituents. 


In proposing thnt there be an immed- 


iate resumption of coal mining upon the 
conditions we suggested in the confer- 
rnee nt the White House we believed 
•'• 
- ',"-1 "n»e more than half way 


and had met your wishes. 


It is unnecessary in this letter to re- 


fer to the malicious assault made upon 
us in the response of the coal operators. 
We feel confident thnt you must have 
been impressed with the. fairness of our 
proposition and the insincerity of those 
who maligned us. 


-ia\i;;g in uiind our experience with 


the eoal operators in the past, we have 
no reason to feel any degree of confidence 
in their willingness to do us justice in 
the future, nnd inasmuch as they have 
rrfiiseu to accept the decision of a tribu- 
nal selected by you and 
inasmuch 
as 


there is iiojnw through which you could 
enforce the finding* of the commission 
you suggest, we respectfully decline to 
advise our people to return to work sim- 
ply upon the hope that the coal opera- 
tors might be induced Or forced to com- 
ply with the recommendations of your 
commission. 


As stated above, we believe thnt we 


went more than half way in our pro- 
posal at Washington and we do not feel 
that we should be asked to make furth- 
er sacrifices. 


We appreciate your solicitude for the 


people of our country who are now nnd 
will be subjected to great suffering nnd 
inconvenience by a prolongation of the 
eoal strike, and we feel that the onus of 
this terrible state of affairs should be 
placed upon the side which has refusod 
to defer to fnir and impartial investiga- 
tion.

TERRIBLE END 


William Morse, Aged 22, Ground to 


Pieces Under Freight Train 


DRAGGED FROM TWELFTH 


STREET TO JUNCTION 


Kcm*lni Found Horribly Mangled With 


One Leg on * *** Pilot of the Loco- 


motive— Dccemad'm fttep*

William Morse, aged 22 years, son of 


Mrs. M. B. Lassoti, No..1311 Washington 
avenue. w.n ground to pieces under a 
beer freight train, bound south, on the 
Chicago it Northwestern r.iihvay about 
4 o'clock this morning. 
Trainmen dis- 


covered Hie mangled body in front of. 
Station A at Racine Junction, the right 
leg being missing and 'that was found on 
the pilot of the engine. The authorities 
were notified and later Coroner Jonas 
Hoyle, who with the aid of the police, 
brought the body to the Thronsen-Hangeu 
Furniture company morgue. 


Just how the young man happened to 


be run over ia not clear. His hat and 
coat were found beside the tracks at tho 
Twelfth street crossing and the track 
south to the Junction bears evidence that, 
he was dragged that distance, for.the re- 
mains are horribly mangled and there is 
not a whole bone in the body. 


M. B. Lasson, step-father of the dead 


man, 
was at the police office early this 


morning. To a reporter of the Journal 
he said: 
"About 8 o'clock last night 


•'Willie' and I boarded an electric car and 
rode down town. He wore a new suit of 
clothing, purchased the day before, for 
the reason that Monday, the Gth, he cele- 
brated his 22d birthday. • I left the cmr. 
at the Robinson block to.attend a meet- . 
ing of the Democratic- county committee. 
That was the last I saw of him alive. 
When I heard he ha'd been killed "I visit- 
od the scene of the accident. There i? 
no doubt but_that Tie got under the train, 
at the Twelfth street crossing and was 
dragged to where the mangled-body-was- 
discovered by the train crew. The cloth- 
ing was literally stripned from the body • 
and portions of flesh were visible every- 
where. I understand when the right leg' 
was found to be missing, having been 
torn off at the grain, a search revealed 
it on the pilot of tin! locomotive." 


So far as could be ascertained by the 


coroner, tho crew of the train did not 
know of the riiun having been killed un- 
til they discovered the body. Coroner 
Hoyle empmeled a jury, the remains 
were viewed and the inquest was post- 
poned until tomorrow, when the mem- 
bers of the train crew will be here to tes- 
tify- 


Young Morse was born and reared in 


Racine, lived here all of his life and was 
well known in the Sixth ward. He was 
a grandson of the late Merritt Morse, 
who committed suicide a few weeks agoj 
by 
entering Mound cemetery, laying 


down on the grave 'of his wife and taking 
a do^e of carbolic acid. 


What puzzles the relatives and friends 


of-the dead man is the fact that his coat 
and hut were found at the Twelfth street 
crossing. It is the theory of the police 
that he must have taken them off and 
then lay down on the track and met 
death. 


It was decided to hold the funeral from

ALL RULED BY COAL TRUSTS 


An Indictment Proved ty TMtlmoalej Be- 


ftrt the Indnatrlal C(»nml»lop. 


Correspondence Chicago Chronicle: 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—It is a re- 


markable fact, in view of the revelations 
brought out by the strike in'the anthra- 
cite coal fields, that the industrial com- 
mission, in its review of "trusts and in- 
dustrial combinations," paid no attention 
at all to the hard coal trust, except by 
reference here arid there to the testi- 
mony relative to the absolute control of 
mines by the seven "coal roads." A 
thorough perusal of the mass of testi- 
mony offered to the. commission, how- 
ever, reveals that the commission clear- 
ly neglected its opportunities when it 
turned aside from the coal trust to dis- 
cuss such trusts as {lie Standard Oil and 
'tinplarte tvust. For 
downright, rock- 


'ribbed, water-tight control of its situa- 
tion, the anthracite trust leads any oth- 
er trust in tho United States. It 'dic- 
tate* the business to be done by eneh 
operator, whether' independent 
or in 


league with the railroad*; it dictates the 
amount of business to be done by each 
railroad in the combine, and, finally, it 
is planning to establish coni depots in 
the large cities so as to eliminate the. 
middleman and thus secure his profit in 
the absolute control of the coal from the 
mine to the purchaser. 


The complaints made to the interstate 


commerce commission, alleging discrim- 
ination by the railroads between ship- 
pers, shortage of cars by deliberately 
withholding them and other illegal acts 
arc numerous, but the remedy has nol 
yet been found; or, if found, it cannot 
be applied with efficacy. The coal .rail 
roads go gavly on, defying the laws both 
of Pennsylvania;'and tTsc United State; 
The testimony before the industrial com- 
mission leads to the conviction that oth 
cr than interstate commerce laws are 
violaed. The 
contract labor law has 


been grossly violated, if it is not no\\ 
being violated, by the importation of il 
literate 
foreign labor under 
contract 


And as for the violation of the laws o: 
humanity—laws that human ingenuity 
cannot enforce—the coal trust is a heart 
less and inveterate culprit. By means 
of charging miners for waste in culn 
bar,k», which are now worked over at a 
profit; by means of "company stores,' 
where miners arc forced to bny goods a' 
extortionate rates; by means of enlarg 
ing the coal cars so that miners arc fore 
cd^to fill 50 per cent more space than in 
orinrr years for the same wages,' and 
by a score of other devices the coal trust 
ias shown its absolute control of the sit 
lation and its defiance of public and 
•irivatc rights.

time the water was turned on but unfor- 
socn obstacles prevented the current be- 
ing sent down the eanal as first contem- 
plated, and instead oi 600,000 cubic feet 
a minute, buf250,000 cubic feet arc go- 
ing down gulfwards, though later on it 
is insisted the war department -will per- 
mit the full current. 


That the canal lias lowered the lake is 


denied, but it is half heartedly admitted 
when ever the 050,000 cubic feet a min- 
ute is turned on, the lake level will be 
permanently lowered half a foot. As to 
this the probabilities arc. that the lower 
level will be more than half a foot and 
the certainty is that the purity of Chi- 
cago lake water has not improved so 
far with the doubtful chances of the full 
current doing any better- 


Kvervwheres along the beach of Lake 


Michigan and in fact all the lakes are 
visible evidences of a material lowering 
of the waters and it still goes on from 
year to year, the recessions ever gain-

CHAPTER I. 


WHO IS "CAPTAIX SHANNON?" 


The year IS— will be memorable for 


the perpetration in-England and in Ira- 
land of u series of infamously diabolical 
outrages. On. the scone of each crime 
was found, sometimes scrawled in plain 
rough capitals upon a pieco of paper 
which was pinned to the body of a vic- 
tim, sometimes rndely chalked in tho 
same lettering upon a door or wall, 
this inscription: "By order. Captain 
Shannon." 


Who Captain Shannon was tho police 


failed entirely to discover, although the 
counties in which the nrimos occurred 
wore scoured from ond to end, and every 
person who was known to have been in 
tho neighborhood was subjected to the 
severest examination. That somo who 
were so examined know more than they 
wonld toll there was reason to believe, 
b-ot so dreaded was the miscreant's 
name and soswiftand terrible had been 
tho fate of those who in tho past had 
incurred hia vengeance that neither 
offeri of reward nor threats of punish- 
ment could olicit anything but dogged 
denials. 


But when the. conspirators oarried the 


war into tho enemy's country and suc- 
cessfully accomplished tho peculiarly 
daring crime which wrecked tho police 
headquarters at New Scotland Yard 
tho indignation of tho public knew no 
bounds. If tho emissaries of Captain 
(shannon could succeed in conveying an 
Infernal machine into New Scotland 
Yard itself, the wnolo community was, 
10 it was Megned, at tho mercy of a 
band of mnnlersrs. 


The Boone In fbo honso of commons 


on tho night follow! OR tho outrage was 
one of great excitement. The chief sec- 
»otary for Ireland declared in a memo- 
rable speech that tho purpose of tho 
crime was to terrorize and to intimi- 
date. JJo loyal English or Irish citizen 
would, ho was sure, bo deterred from 
doing his duty by auch infamous acts, 
but that they had to denl with murder- 
ers of the most determined typo conld 
not be doubted. The wholo conspiracy 
wafl, in his opinion, ths work of somo 
half dozen assassins, who woro proba- 
bly tho tools of tho monster calling 
himself "Captain Shannon," in whoso 
too fertilo brain the crimes hnd, ho be- 
lieved, originated, and under whoso 
devilishly planned directions they had 
been carried out. 


The police hadreason to suppose that 


the headquarters of the conspirators 
were in Ireland, iu which country the 
majority of tho crimes—at ail events of 
tho earlier crimes—had been commit- 
ted. 


He regretted to say, but it was his 


duty to say, that but for the disloyal 
attitude of a section of the Irish people 
who, from dastardly and contemptible 
cowardice or from sympathy with the 
assassins, had not only withheld the 
evidence, but had on more than one oc- 
casion actually sought to hinder tho po- 
lice in tho execution of thoir duty,, the 
conspirators would long since have been 
brought to book. 


Tho secretary then wont on to de- 


nounce in tho strongest language what 
bo called the infnmotls conduct of the 
disloyal Irish. Be declared, amid ring- 
Ing cheers, that the man or woman who 
Bought to ehiold such a monster as Cap- 
tain Shannon or to protect him and his 
confederates from justice was nothing 
less than a murderer in tho eyes of God 
und of man. Ho informed tho house 
that, although th.6 government had ac- 
tually framed several important meas- 
ures which woald,go far to remove the 
grievances "of which Irishmen were 
complaining, he for one would, in view 
of what bad taken place, strenuously 
oppose the consideration at t-bat moment 
of any measures which had even tbo 
appearance of a concession to Irish de- 
mands. It was repression, not conces- 
sion, which must be meted out; to trai- 
tors and murderers. 


Within a month after tho delivery of 


this spaooh all England was horrified 
by the news of a crime more wantonly 
wicked than any outrage which had 
preceded it, a crime which resulted, as 
its perpetrators must have known it 
would result, in the wholesale murder 
of hundreds of inoffensive people, against 
whom, excepting for tho fact that they 
happened to-be law abiding citizens, the 
followers of Captain Shannon could 
have no grievance. 


All that was known was that a re- 


speotnbly dressed young man, carrying 
what appeared to bo about a dozen well 
worn volumes from Mudie's or somo 
other circulating library, had entered 
an empty first olas* carriage at Aldgate 
station. These books woro held together 
by a strop, as is usual when sending or 
taking volumes for exchange to tho li- 
braries, asd it had occurred to no one 
to ask to examine them, although tho 
officials* at railway stations had, iu 
view of the recent outrages, been in- 
»tructod to challenge ovory passenger 
carrying a suspicions looking parcel, 


The theory which was afterward put 


forward was that what appeared to bo 
a parcel of volumes from a circulating 
library was ID reality a case cunningly 
covered with the backs, bindings and 
edges of books, and that this oaso con- 
tained an infernal machine of tho most 
deadly description. It was supposed 
tbut tho wretch in charge of it had pur- 
posely entered an empty carriage that 
he mtfih't tho better curry out his in- 
famous plan, and that after setting fire 
to the fuse he had left tho train at the 
next station. 


That' this theory afforded the most 


likely explanation of what subsequently 
took place was generally agreed, al- 
though one well known authority on ex- 
plosives expressed himself as of opinion 
that no infernal machine capable of 
causing what had happened could be 
concealed in so Small a compass as that 
suggested. But it was pointed out in 
reply that from arrests and discoveries 
which had boon made in America and ' 
on the continent it was evident that 
the manufacture of infernal machines | 
and investigations into the qualities of i 
explosives wero beins scientifically and ' 
systematically oarried on. 


Though no connection had as yet "oeeu 


traced between tho persons who had 
been arrested and the perpetrators of tho 
recent outrages, the probabilities wero 
that such connection existed, and it was 
asked whether it might not bo possible 
that some one who was thus engaged in 
experimenting with exploiivos had dis- 
covered a new explosive, or a now com- 
bination of explosives, which was differ- 
ent from and more deadly than any- 
thing known to the authorities. 


Into the probability or improbability 


cf this sod other theories which were 
put forward it would be idle here to on- 
. tor. All that ia known is that the train 
had only junt entered the tunnel imme- 
diately to the west of Blackfriars sta- 
tion when ther,o occurred tho most awful 
explosion of ths sort within the memory 
of man. Tho pasionsers, as well as tho 
guard, driver and stoker, not only of 
the train in which tho explosion took 
place, but also of a train which was 
proceeding in tbo opposite direction and 
happened to be pasiing at the time, 
were killed to a man, with the excep- 
tion of one of Smith's bookstall boys, 
whose escape Deemed almost miraculous. 
Every iotil in thoitation—ticket collect- 
ors, porters, stnticn muster and tho un- 
fortun»te people who wore waiting on 
the platform—ihared the same fate. 


Nor was this all, for at the moment 


when tho outrage occurred tho train was 
passing under one of tho busiest cross- 
ings 
in 
London—that where New 


Bridge street, Blachfriar.i bridgo, Queen 
Victoria street and the Thames embank- 
ment converge—and so terrific was tho 
•explosion that the spsco between these 
conversing thcronRhfares was blown 
away as a man's baud is blown away 
by the bursting of a gun. 


The buildings 
in the immediate 


neighborhood, including parts of St. 
Paul's station on the London, Chatham 
and Dover railway, tho offices over 
Blaokfriarg station and De Koyser's ho- 
tel on tho opposite Bide of the way, wero 
•wrecked, aud the loug arm of Black- 
friars bridge lay idly across the rivur, 
liko a limb which h»s been rudely hack- 
ed from a body. 


But it is not my intention to attempt 


any realistic description of tho scene or 
of the awful sights which were witness- 
ed when, aft«r the first paralyzing rno- 
rm'nt of panic was over, tho search for 
the injured, the dying aud the dead was 
commenced. The number of lives lost, 
including those who perished ia Black- 
friars station, in the two trains, in tho 
street and in the SDrronnUiug build- 
ings, was enormous. Several co.'umna of 
the papers next morning woro filled 
with lilts of the missing and the dead. 
One name on.the list had a t«rribla .sig- 
nificance. It was the name of tho man 
to achieve wooise murder tho lives of so 
many innocent men and women had 
been ruthlessly sacrificed, tho name of 
a man whoso remains wore never found, 
but whoso fnnornl pyro was built of tho 
broken bodies of hundreds of Ills fellow 
creatures, tho name of the ohiof secre- 
tary for Ireland. 


CHAPTER II. 


CAPTAWRJIANNON'S MANIFESTO. 


On tho day of tho outrage upon the 


Metropolitan" railway, a manifesto from 
Captain Shannon, of which the follow- 
ing is a copy, was received by tbo prime 
minister nt his official residence in 
Downing sfcrest. It was written, as usual, 
in roughly printed capitals, and as it 
bore the Dublin postmark of the preced- 
ing day must have been posted before 
the cxplonion hsd taken pl»ce: 
"To tho People of Great Britain and 


Ireland: 
"FELLOW COTOTRYHEN AND COUN- 


TRYWOMEN—The ansrchittio, nihilistic, 
Fenian and similar movements of tho 
past havo all been failures. That fact 
thoro is no denying. I do not moan to 
say that there havo been no results to 
the gloriou.i war which has been waged 
upon a society which is content to stand 
by hoodless'Hnd unconcerned while Rus- 
sia's many millions of starving and suf- 
fering fellow oroatnroa are tho slaves of 
a system by which the honor, liberty 
and life of every man, woman and child 
are at tbo mercy of a tyrant's whim and 
the whims o£ his myrmidons; a society 
which looks oa smiling whilo Ireland 
is groaning under tho heel of English 
oppression, and while capitalists, who 
yawn KB they seek to devise some new 
vice on which to squander the wealth 
which has become a burden to them, 
grind down and cweat the poor, setting 
one starving man to compete against 
another for a wage which can scarce 
(hid him and his in dry bread. 


"A 
society which, calling 
itself 


Christian aud having it in its power to 
mend matters, can unconcerned endure 
such, iniquities /is blood guilty, and, so 
long as these tfitfisa 'B 
B*I "P011 society 


shnil its crime's be visited; with society 
must all just men and true wage deadly 
war. 


"What has been done hitherto has 


not beea without results. 


"But for the justice which was oxo- 


onted upon tho archtyrant Alexander of 
Russia, the blow which was struck :st 
English, tyranny by the destruction o* 
Clerkenwoll prison, the rightsous pun- 
ishment which befell those servants of 
tyrants and enemies of freedom, Bnike 
aud Cavendish—but for these and other 
glorious deeds the bitter cry of the op- 
pressed all over the world had passed 
nnheard and unheeded, Ireland had not 
wruug from reluctant England the 
few paltry concessions that have beea 
made, and the dawning of the great 
day of freedom had been indefinitely 
postponed. 


"£ut tho fact remains and cannot bs 


denied that nihilists, anarchists, Fe- 
nians and those who under different 
names and different loaders are fight- 
ing for freedom throughout the world 
havn up to tho present failed to accom- 
plish tha results at which they aim. 


"And why? 
"Because they have been scattered 


and separate organizations, each working 
independently of the other and having 
no resources outside itself. So long as 
this sort of thing continues nothing can 
bo hoped for but the throwing away of 
precious lives and sorely needed money 
to no purpose. 


"But let these scattered forces com- 


bine into one organized and all power- 
ful federation, aud mankind will bo at 
its mercy. 


"This is what has been dono. 
"Tho World Federation of Freedom is 


now an accomplished fact, for all the 
secret societies of the world have com- 
bined into one common and supremo or- 
ganization, with one common enemy 
und one common purpose. 


"That purpose is to rid mankind of 


the monsters of monarchy and imperial- 
ism, and with them of tho whole yam- 
piro brood of peers, nobles and capital- 
ists, who, in order that they mny live in 
idlenos? and sensuality, grind tho face 
of the poor and drain drop by drop tho 
hearts' blood of toiling millions. 


"Its object is to declare that all 


things are the property of tho people; 
to wrench from tho greedy maw of 
landowners and captalista. their ill got- 
ten gains and to restore them to the 
rightful possessors; to sweep from the 
face of tha earth the f»t priests, minis- 
ters and clergy who batten and fatten 
on tho carrion of dead and decaying re- 
ligions; to preach the gospel of the 
happiness of man in plico of the worship 
of God, and to declare tho day of tho 
great republic, when the many millions 
who have hitherto been ruled shall be- 
come tho rulers. 


"That this glorious consummation 


can ba attained all at once the federa- 
tion is not so sanguine as to expect. Its 
members know that though they have a- 
lever strong enough to mova the world 
they roust bo coutwnt to work slowly. 
Mankind is a chained giant. Their aim 
is to sot him frqp. Hut to do this they 
must be content to knock off his fetters 
oufi by one, and at the last meeting of 
tho World Fedorarionof Freedom it was 
unanimously agreed to inaugurate the 
great struggle for personal liberty. 


"The council of tho federation has 


two reasons for deciding to commence 
tho plan of campaign by freeing Ireland. 


"The firat is that the members know 


well that the greatest enemy with which 
they have to contend—tha last country 
to be convinced of tho righteousness of 
their cause—will be Engl and, tha t prince 
ridden, priest ridden, peer ridden nation 
of flunkies and enemies of freedom, 
which shed tho blood o( her own chil- 
dren in America rather than grant them 
their rightful independence nnd now 
cocks in a similar way to keep Ireland, 
India, Canada and Australia under her 
cruel heol. At England, then, it is right 
and fitting tho first blow should bo 
struck. 


"Tho other reason is that Ireland, 


\vhen she is once set free and in the 
hands of tho federation, is to bo mado 
the basin of future operations. It is very 
necessary that the federation should 
have some such headquarters, and in re- 
gard to size—toolargeaoenteriBnatde- 
sirable—shape, situation and compact- 
ness, Irelttnd possesses peculiar natural 
advantages for tho purpose. An island, 
surrounded on all sides as by sentries 
by tho sea, no hoitile force can steal 
upon her under cover and unawares. 
She is practically tho key to Europe, 
and as a vantage ground from which to 
commence operations upon England her 
position cannot be bettered. 


"Is there a single thinking man or 


woman who cannot see that monarchy 
and imperialism, poors, clergy and class 
distinctions, are- doomed, mid that their 
utter downfall is only n matter of time? 
Germany, 
Russia, 
Austria, 
Italy, 


Franco and England are undermined to 
tho very cores by socialism and anarchy. 
The mines which are to destroy society 
as society now exists are laid, though 
they are ont of sight, and at any mo- 
ment tho opportunity may come to fire 
the train. Such an opportunity onco oc- 
curred in France, but what happened 
then, though it served to show what 
hatred of its rulers was seething unsus- 
pcoted in tho lowest stratum of society, 
was a mere accident. But, if an acci- 
dental outbreak like tho French revolu- 
tion could sot rivora cf blood running 
in Franoe,-what may wo not expect 
from tho great revolution which, when 
it comes, as come it must, will be tho 
result not of ohauce, but of long years 
of systematic propagation of socialistic 
principles among the masses? 


"There are people who will say that 


what happened on the other side of the 
channel can never happen on this. But 
those who know what is going on in 
London, Manchester, Birmingham and 
all the largest towns know that wo are 
living ou tho edge of a volcano; that 
England is i'ip«r f°r revolution today 
than Franco was in 17S9, though the 
danger ia as little suspected now as it 
was then, and that what happened then, 
and worse, mny happen at any time in 
England unless her councilors have the 
foresight and, the wisdom to give to tho 
people what the people will assuredly 
otherwise tfike. 


' 'It must bo remembered that in Eng- 


land we have had for more than half a 
century a queen who does not forget 
that during that time, n complete revo- 
lution bin tntsu plnco'in many pre- 
viii;!'1 • r--.!-i:uv boliefa and 
BVfitum?, a 


q-,v.-<-:> -r;.o knows that England will 
never r.ilotate anotlicr George IV, who 
recognizes that what was patiently 
borne GO, 40 and 20 years ago will not 


and 


So long as tho person claiming the re- 
ward or rewards had supplied tho in- 
formation which led to tbc nrrest or ar- 
restn of the individuals indicated,, tbu 
money should bo faithfully paid with- 
out question or reservation. 


Nowlless to say the publication of this 


letter, with the' names, and in three 
cases -with portraits, of the men who 


has wisely avoided everything which 
can put royalty ou its trial or the tem- 
per of tho people to the tost. Hence, 
though Englishmen know that a day of 
reckoning between royalty and tho peo- 
ple is nigh, they have tacitly consented 
to put c2 that day so long as she lives 
and to call upon somo other and less 
fortunate sovereign to settle ths account. 
But tho account, too long overdue, will 
soon have to be settled. As well might 
one man hope to stand against an in- 
coming sea, as well might the courtiers 
of old King Canute think by their chid- 
ing to stay tho rude waves from wotting 
the foot of their royal master, as the 
rich few think that they can withstand 
tho million of the poor when the poor 
shall arise in their might and their 
right to claim as their own tho riches 
which their labors have accumulated. 
In whoso hands are thoeo riches now? 


"For answer let them look to the 


words which are written in tho very 
heart of their seething, starving Lon- 
don, over the portico of the Royal Ex- 
change, 'The earth is the Lord's and tho 
fullness thereof.' 
Yes, tho lords'—this 


duke's, that earl's—but not God's <if 
a God there bo) or tho people's. 


"But it is to restore tho earth and 


the fullness thereof to the people that tha 
World Federation of Freedom is fight- 
ing. Its cause is tho causo of the poor, 
and it :.s sacred. Long yecrs of toiling 
for tha bare necessities of life, havo so 
broken the spirit of tho poor that they 
havo become almost liko beasts of bur- 
den that -wince before a whip in tho 
bunds of a child and bow themselves to 
the yoke at the bidding' of a master 
whose puny life they cotild crush one ;tt 
a blow. It is time that the poor should 
bo made to see tho terriblft power which, 
if only by virtue of their swarming mil- 
lions, lies at their command. 


"It is for the people of Great Britain 


to make-choice whether they will throw 
in their lot with the winning side while 
yet there in time to make terms or 
whether they will sacrifice their live* 
and tho lives of their wivei and children 
to support a ey§tom by the destruction 
of which they will be tho first to profit. 
And in making such choice it must be 
remembered that tftey havo no longer 
against them for the purpose of freeing 
Ireland and of emancipating Russia a 
handful of patriot.', struggling hopeless- 
ly against overwhelming odds, but the 
whole of the secret societies of the 
world.

conspiracy and the offer of such largo 
rewards created a profound sensation, 
not only in England and Ireland, but in 
America and on tho continent. 


One or two of The Daily Record's 


contemporaries did not hesitate to cen- 
sure the action which hnd been taken as 
an advertising dodge, and a well known 
Conservative organ declared that such a 
direct insult tc the authorities was cal- 
culated seriously to injure the national 
prestige of England; that the govern- 
ment had made every,possible effort to 
protect society and to bring tbo perpe- 
trators of the recent outrages to hook, 
and that the result of Tho Record's rash 
and ill advised procedures would be to 
stultify tho action of the police and to 
defeat tbo ends of justice. 


On tho other hand, tho public gener- 


ally—especially, iu view of tho fact that 
The Record had succeeded in discover- 
ing who were the leaders of tho con- 
spiracy, which tho police had apparent- 
ly failed to do—was inclined to givo 
tho editor and tho proprietors credit for 
the patriotism they claimed, an3 it was 
confidently believed that the offer of so 
large a reward would tempt some one to 
turn informer and to give up his con- 
federates to justice. 


What The Dally Record did for Eng- 


land the Dublin News, which had baen 
consistently loyal throughout and'tho 
most fearlessly outspoken of all the 
Irish press iu its denunciation of Cap- 
tain Shannon, did for Ireland. It bailed 
tho proprietors and editor of Tho Record 
as patriots, declaring that, in view of 
the inefficiency which the government 
had displayed in its efforts to protect 
the public, it was high . time that tho 
public should bestir itself and take the 
matter into its own hand. It reprinted 
—by tho permission of The Record—the 
descriptions and portraits of the "sus- 
pects" and distributed them broadcast 
over the country, and it announced that 
it would add to the amount which was 
offered by Tho Daily Record for infor- 
mation which would lead to the arrest 
of Captain Shannon the sura of £5,000.

As u matter of fact, one among many 


results of the sudden cessation, three 
mouths since, of every sort of anarch- 
istic outrage had been that tha daily, 
papers could not seem other than flut 
reading to a public which had previous- 
ly opened these sama prints each morn- 
ing with apprehension and anxiety. 
Though tho vigorous action taken by 
the editor of The Daily Record in Lou- 
don and of tho Dublin News iu Dublin 
had not, as had been expected, led to 
tho arrcst of Captain Shannon or his 
colleagues, it had apparently so alarmed 
the conspirators as to cause them to 
abandon their plan of campaign. The 
general opinion was that Captain Shan- 
non, finding so much was known and 
that, though his own identity had not 
boon fixed, tho personality of the lead- 
ers of the conspiracy was no longer a 
secret, had deemed it advisable to flee 
the conntry lest the offer of so large a 
reward as £25,000 should tempt tho 
cupidity^of some of his colleagues. And 
as it always had been believed that ho 
was the prime nonrco and author of the 
whole diabolical conspiracy, the o?«v 
tion of the outrages wo* ysyuded as a 
natural consequent oi his defalcation.

lessly in tho narrow channel of Fleet 
Btroot—like contending rivers running 
between lofty banks—had surged up in 
a huge wave around him. In the next a 
policeman, pushing back the crowd 
with his right hand and his left, had 
forced a way to tho man's fide, inquir- 
ing gruffly: "Now, then, what's up? 
And where?" 


"Murder! The editor's just been 


•tabbed in hia room by Captain Shan- 
con or one of his agents. Don't let any 
one out. The assassin may not have had 
time to get away," wan the rejoinder. 


There are no police officers more effi- 


cient and prompt to act than those of 
the city of London, and on this occasion 
they acquitted themselves admirably. 
Other constables had now hurried up, 
and at once proceeded to clear a space 
in front of Tho Record office, forming a 
cordon on each side of tho road, and al- 
lowing no one to pass in or out. 


A messenger was dispatched in haste 


for tho nearest doctor, and when guards 
had been set at every entrance to, and 
possible exit from; The Record office 
two policemen passed within tho bnild- 
iug to pursue inqniries, and ths doors 
were shut and locked. Among the crowd 
outside the wildest rumors and specula- 
tions wore rife. 


"The editor of Tbo Record bad been 


murdered by Captain Shannon himself, 
who had come on purpose to wreak 
vengeance for the attitude tho .paper 
had taken np in regard to tho con- 
spiracy."

Conference at Detroit 


FIRST SESSSION DEVOTED 


TO PRELIMINARY WORK

DETROIT. Midi.. Oe.t. 0.—At the first 


session today of the Interstate confer- 
ence on the coal situation, called by May- 
or W. C. Maybury and a special commit- 
tee of the common council, practically 
nothing was done except the presenta- 
tion of the delegates credentials and the 
appointment of a committee on resolti- 


^tions. 


It was 30:45 a. in. when Mayor May- 


bury calicd the conference to order in 
Masonic Temple, 200 delegates being pres- 
ent. 
"A common cause calls us togeth- 


er," said the mayor, "the heat and com- 
fort of our homes and our places of bus- 
iness. We of Detroit have no special 
plan to present to you nor do we intend' 
-to suggest ways and means of securing 
the much wanted coal. We prefer that 
whatever action is taken, be at the sug- 
gestion of the convention. If there is 
BO law sufficient to compass the present 
difficulties the sooner we have such a law 
the better. If the constitution prevents 
an action being taken by the govern- 
ment against the coal companies the 
sooner it is made to feel the needs of the 
people the better. 


•'Even if -ttiere is no law under which 


the present shortage of coal can be rem- 
edied there is the supreme law, the law 
of self preservation. We not only want 
to cure the present difficulty that besots 
us, but we want to suggest those reme- 
dies that will cure it for all time." 


Ex-Gov. Cy.-iu G. Luce, of Michigan, 


was elected president; Edward M. Lahiff 
of Chicago, was mode secretary.

our district presidents who concur fully 
in my views. 


Wo desire to assure you again that we 


feel keenly the responsibility of our po- 
sition and the gravity of the situation, 
and it wor.Ul give us-great pleasure to 
take ar.y avtion which would bring this 
coal strike to an end in a manner that 
woi.ld safeguard the interests of our 
constituents. 


In proposing that there be an immed- 


iate resumption of coal mining upon the 
conditions we suggested in the confer- 
ence at the White House we believed 
«•--• •— )>.,-] ,.f,r!p more than half way 
and had met your wishes. 


It is unnecessary in this letter to re- 


fer to the malicious assault made upon 
us in the response of the coal operators. 
We feel confident that you must have 
been impressed with the fairness of our 
proposition and the insincerity of those 
who maligned us. 


iV.i%u;g in mind our experience with 


the coal operators in the past, we have 
no reason to f?el any degree of confidence 
in their willingness to do us justice in 
the future, and inasmuch as they have 
refused to accept the decision of a tribu- 
nal selected by you and 
inasmuch as 


there is riojaw through which you could 
enforce the findings of the commission 
you suggest, we respectfully decline to 
advise our people to return to work sim- 
ply upon the hope that the coal opera- 
tors might be induced or forced to com- 
ply with the recommendations of your 
commission. 


As stated above, we believe that we 


M'ent more than half way in our pro- 
posal at Washington and we do not feel 
that we should be asked to make furth- 
er sacrifices. 


We appreciate your solicitude for the: 


people of our country who are now and 
will be subjected to great suffering and 
inconvenience by a prolongation of the j 
coal strike, and we feel that the onus of 
this terrible state of affairs should be 
placed upon the side which has refused 
to defer to fair and impartial investiga- 
tion.

eonl strike, led to many rumors that 
such an end had been attained or that 
negotiations that held a fair promise of 
settlement were under way- It has been 
impossible however, to verify these re- 
ports. Mr. Mitchell himself, after a busy 
morning of secret conferences with, un- 
known parties, positively declined to 
make any statement and several'of the 
most prominent of the coal operators 
when questioned, replied that so far as 
they knew, nothing had been done.

William Morse, Aged 22, Ground to 


Pieces Under Freight Train 


DRAGGED FROM TWELFTH 


STREET TO JUNCTION 


Remain! Found Horribly llangled With 


One Lee on "le Pilot of the Loco. 


motive—Deceased's Step- 


father Talk.. 


William 'Morse, aged 22 years, son of 


Mrs. M. B. Lasson, No. .1311 Washington 
avenue, was ground to pieces under a 
beer'freight train, bound south, on the 
Chicago it Northwestern raiUvay. about 
4 o'clock this morning. . Trainmen dis- 
covered the mangled. body, in front of 
Station A at Baclne-.Junction, the right 
leg being missing and "that was found on 
the pilot of the engine. The authorities'' 
were notified, and later' Coroner Jonas 
Hdyle, who with the aid of • the' police, 
brought the body to the Thronsen-Haneeu 
Furniture company morgue. 


Just how the young man happened to 


be run over is not clear. His hat and' 
coat were found beside the tracks -at the 
Twelfth street crossing and the track 
south to the Junction bears evidence that 
he was dragged that distance, for.the re- 
mains are .horribly mangled and there is: 
not a whole bone in the body. 


M. B. Lasson, step-father of the dead; 


man, was .-at the police office early this 
morning. To a reporter of the Journal 
he said:. '-"About 8 o'clock last' night 
'Willie' and I boarded an electric car and 
rode down town. He wore a'new suit of 
clothing, purchased the day before, for 
the reason that Monday, the Oth, he cele- 
brated his 22d birthday:- I left the car. 
at the Robinson block to.attend a meet-' _ 
ng of the Democratic county committee. 
That was'.the last I saw of him alive. 
Wh'en -I heard, he had been killed'l/visit-: 
ed" the scene of the accident. There is 
no doubt,but^that Tie got. under the train 
at the Twelfth street crossing and was 
dragged to where the mangled .body -was>• 
discovered by-the'train crew. The cloth- 
ing was literally stripped from the bo'dy - 
and portions of flesh were visible every- 
where. I understand when the right leg- 
was found to be misaing. having been 
torn off at the grain, a,, search revealed 
t on the pilot of the* locomotive." 
. So far as could be ascertained by the 
coroner, the crew of the train .did not 
<now of the man having.been killed un- 
;il they discovered the body. Coroner 
Hoyle empaneled a jury, the remains 
were viewed and the inquest was post- 
loned until tomorrow, when the rnem- 
>ers of the train crew will be here to tes- 
tify- . 


Young Morse was born and reared in 


Bacine, lived here all of his life and was 
well known in the Sixth ward. He was 
a grandson of the late Merritt Morse, 
who committed suicide a. few weeks ago» 
by entering Jlound 
cemetery, laying 


down on the grave'of his wife and taking 
a dose of carbolic scid. - 


What puzzles the relatives and friends 


of-the dead man is the fact that his coat 
and hat were found at the Twelfth street' 
crossing. It is the theory of the police 
Jut-he must have taken them off and 
then lay down on the track and met 
death.

MANY WILLS WERE 


ADMITTED TO PROBATE 


Anladlctment Prored by Testimonies Be- 


fore the Industrial CommiMlon. 


Correspondence Chicago Chronicle: 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 4—It is a re- 


markable fact, in view of the revelations 
brought out by the strike in the anthra- 
cite coal fields, that the industrial com- 
mission, in its review of "trusts and in- 
dustrial combinations," paid no attention 
at all to the hard coal trust, except by 
reference here arid there to the testi- 
mony relative to the absolute control of 
mines by the seven "coal roads." A 
thorougii perusal of the mass of tcsti 
mony offered to the commission, how- 
ever, reveals that the commission clear- 
ly neglected' its opportunities when it 
turned aside from the coal trust to dis- 
cus's such trusts as the Standard Oil and 
tinplate trust. For downright, rock- 
ribbed, water-tight 'control of its situa- 
tion, the anthracite trust leads any oth- 
er trust in the United States. 'It'dic- 
tates the business to be done by eaeh 
operator, whether independent or in 
league with the railroads; it dictates-the 
amount of business to be done by1 each 
railroad iu the combine, and, finally, it 
is planning to establish coal depots in 
the large ciiies so as to eliminate the 
middleman, and thus secure his profit in 
the absolute control of the coal from the 
mine to the purchaser. 


The complaints made to the interstate 


commerce commission, alleging discrim- 
ination by the railroads between ship- 
pers, shortage of 'cars' by deliberately 
withholding them and cither illegal acts 
are numerous, but • the remedy has not 
yet been found; or, if found, it cannot 
be applied with efficacy. The coal jail- 
roads go gayly on, defying the laws both 
of Pennsylvania and trie United' States 
The testimony before the industrial com- 
mission leads to the conviction that oth- 
er than interstate commerce laws are 
violaed. The contract labor law has 
been grossly violated, if it is not no\\ 
being violated, by the importation of il 
literate 
foreign labor under 
contract 


And as for the violation of the laws ot 
humanity—laws that human ingenuity 
cannot enforce—the coal trust is a heart 
less and inveterate culprit. By means 
of charging miners for waste in culm 
banks, which are now worked over 'at; a 
profit; by means of "company stores,' 
where miners are forced to bny goods 
extortionate rates; by means of enlflrg 
ing the coal cars so that miners arc 'fore 
ed to fill 50 per cent more space than in 
former years for the same wages/ anc 
by a score of other devices the coal this 
las shown its absolute control of the sit 
nation and its defiance of public am 
private 
rights.

MIXE WORKERS UXANIMOL'S. 
The following official statement was 


Issued from strike 
headquarters at 1 


o'dook this afternoon: 


"At 12:30 noon fifty telegrams had 


been received from as many mass meet- 
ing* in various sections of the anthracite 
coal regions, conveying the information 
that by unanimous vote of the men on 
.strike, all of whom attended such meet- 
in«s it was resolved that the presence 
of the entire United States army in the 
anthracite coal regions would not induce 
the men to return to work until the de- 
mands of the Shnmokin convention had 
been conceded, the strike declared off by 
a delegate convention of mine workers, 
or by the district and rational officers." 


Similar telegrams are constantly be- 


ing received and it is expected that 
every n;ir.ing town will be heard from by 
fix o'clock tonight. 


Thus far the returns emphasize and

Coal and Navigation company yesterday 
than at any time since the strike began. 
A train load of coal was shipped from 
the Potts colliery, near Ashland, during 
the night. The train contained about 
400 tons and represents two days' work. 
This is the largest shipment made from 
this colliery for a similar period of time, 
since the beginning of the strike.

of the conflagration is not known at this

On" account of lack of fire protection 


not a particle of the stock or machinery 
could be saved and the ejitire two story 
brick story is a total wreck, only a por- 


:ion 
of the walls being left standing. 


At the time the fire broke out there 


was a fierce gale blowing and the sparks 
ivere carried for miles, threatening a 
portion of the village and other proper- 
ty. On the William Bushnell farm, a 
mile away, straw stacks were set on fire, 
and they, spread to the barns and all 
went up in smoke, involving a loss .of 
over 
$2,000. The farm residence was 


saved by the hardest kind of work. 


The buildings of the Malting company, 


four story brick, were located at .the in- 
tersection of the Wisconsin Central .and 
St. Paul railway tracks, rather an iso- 
lated spot, which was all that saved the 
village being wiped out. The plant was 
considered the finest equipped in south- 
ern Wisconsin and was owned by .parties 
in Burlington and resident of Fond-du 
Lac. The buildings were erected about 
two years ago.

The question has arisen of late years 


whether or not the lake lavel was fall- 
ing. Ib is known that great lakes have 
had their rising anr! falling tides coming 
in series of years and that the present 
low stages of water was due to one of 
these periods, while others, claimed the 
Chicago drainage canal as the cause, it 
being known that the low water of late 
years has 
exceeded 
a.ny previous low 


stage. 


When the drainage canal was being 


contemplated contention raged over the 
matter but Chicago impetuously proved 
too much fdr the low stagers and the 
canal went on to completion. In due 
time the water was turned on but unfor- 
seen obstacles prevented the current be- 
ing sent down the canal as first contem- 
plated, and instead o:; 600,000 cubic feet 
a minute, but "250,000 cubic feet are go- 
ing down gulf\vards, though later on it 
is insisted the war department will per- 
mit the full current. 


That the canal has lowered the lake is 


denied, but it is half heartedly admitted 
when ever the 050,000 cubic feet a min- 
ute is turned on, the lake level will be 
permanently lowered half a foot. As to 
this the probabilities are that the lower 
level will be more than half a foot and 
the certainty is that the purity of Chi- 
cago lake water has not improved so 
far with the doubtful chances of the full 
current doing any better- 


Everywhere.? along the beach of Lake 


Michigan and in fact all the lakes are 
visible evidences of a material lowering 
of the waters and it still goes on from 
year to year, the recessions ever gain- 
ing upon apparent increases- It needs 
no prophet to predict with the Chicago

John Mitchell, 
the following from the president: 


" 'If Mr. Mitchell will secure the im- 


mediate return to work of the miners in 
the anthracite regions the president will 
at ones appoint a commission to investi- 
gate thoroughly into all the matters at 
issue between the operators and miners, 
and will do all within his power to ob- 
tain a settlement of those questions in

The president was in consultation to-

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CHAPTER I. 


•WHO is "CAPTAIN SHANNON?" 


Tha year 18— will be memorable for 


the perpetra^on iirEngland and in Ire- 
land of u series of infamously diabolical 
outragee. On the scene of each crime 
was found, sometimes scrawled in plain 
rough capitals upon a piece of paper 
•which was pinned to the body of a vic- 
tim, semetimes rudely chalked in the 
same lettering upon a door or wall, 
this inscription: "By order. Captain 
Shannon." 


Who Captain Shannon was the police 


failed entirely to discover, although the 
counties in which the crimes occurred 
were scoured from end to end, and every 
person who was known to have bean in 
the neighborhood was subjected to the 
severest examination. That some who 
were so examined knew more than they 
would tell there was reason to believe, 
bat eo dreaded was the miscreant's 
name and so swift and terrible had been 
the fate of those who in tha past had 
incurred his vengeance that neither 
offers of reward nor threats of punish- 
ment could elicit anything but dogged 
denials. 


But wien tha conspirators carried the 


war into the enemy's country and suc- 
cessfully accomplished the peculiarly 
daring crime which wrecked the police 
headquarters at Sfew Scotland Sard 
the indignation of the public knew no 
bounds. If the emissaries Of Captain 
Shannon could succeed in conveying an 
infernal rnuehine into New Scotland 
Yard itself, the whole community was, 
to it was argued, at the mercy of a 
band of murderers. 


The scene in fee honse of commons 


on the night following the outrage wag 
one of great excitement. The chief sec- 
iretary for Ireland declared in a memo- 
rable speech that the purpose of the 
crime was to terrorize and to intimi- 
date. No loyal English or Irish citizen 
•would, he was sure, bo deterred f-rom 
doing hi£ duty by such infamous acts, 
but that they had to deal with murder- 
ers of the most determined type could 
not be doubted. The whole conspiracy 
was, in his opinion, the work of some 
half dozen assassins, who were proba- 
bly the tools of the monster calling 
himself "Captain Shannon," in whose 
too fertile brain the crimes had, be be- 
lieved, originated, and under whose 
devilishly planned directions they had 
been carried cat. 


The police had-reason to suppose that 


the headquarters of the conspirators 
were in Ireland, in which country the 
majority of the crimes—at all events of 
the earlier crimes—had been commit- 
ted. 


He regretted to say, but it was his 


duty to say, that bnt for the disloyal 
attitude of a section of the Irish people 
who, from dastardly and contemptible 
cowardice or from sympathy with th'3 
assassins, had not only withheld tho 
evidence, but had on more than one oc- 
casion actually sought to hinder the po- 
lice in the execution of their duty,, the 
conspirators would long since have been 
brought to book. 


Tho secretary then went on to de- 


nounce in the strongest language what 
he called the infamous conduct of the 
disloyal Irish. He declared, amid ring- 
ing cheers, that the man or woman who 
sought to shield Bach a monster as Cap- 
bain Shannon or to protect him and his 
confederates from justice was nothing 
less than a murderer in the eyes of God 
and of man. Ho informed tha house 
that, although the government had ac- 
tually framed several important meas- 
ures which wdnldjgo far to remove the 
grievances ""of which Irishmen were 
complaining, he for one would, in view 
of what had taken place, strenuously 
oppose the consideration at that moment 
of any measures which had even the 
appearance of a concession to Irish de- 
mands. It w'as repression, not conces- 
sion, which must be meted out to trai- 
tors and murderers. 


Within a moath after the delivery of 


this speech all England was horrified 
by the news of a crime more wantonly 
wicked than any outrage which had 
preceded it, a crime which resulted, as 
its perpetrators must have known it 
would result, in the wholesale murder 
of hundreds of inoffensive psople( against 
whom, excepting for the fact that they 
happened to be law abiding citizens, the 
followers of Captain Shannon could 
have no grievance. 


All that was known was that a re- 


spectably dressed young man, carrying 
what appeared to be about a dozen well 
worn volumes from Madia's or somo 
other circnlating library, had entered 
an empty first class carriage at Aldgate 
station. These books were held together 
by a strap, as is usual when sending or 
taking volumes for exchange to tho li- 
braries, and it had occurred to no one 
to ask to examine them, although the 
officials.!at railway stations had, in 
view of the recent outrages, been in- 
structed to challenge every passenger 
carrying a suspicious looking parcel. 


The theory which was afterward put 


forward was that what appeared to be 
a parcel o£ volumes from a circulating 
library was in reality a case cunningly 
covered with the backs, bindings and 
edges of books, and that this oaso con- 
tained an infernal machine of tho most 
deadly description. 
16 was supposed 


tteit the wretch in charge of it had pur- 
posely entered an empty carriage that 
he might the better carry ou* his in- 
famous plan, and that after setting fire 
to the fuse he had left tho train at the 
next station. 


That this theory afforde'd the most 


likely explanation of what subsequently 
took place was generally agreed, al- 
though one well known authority on ex- 
plosives expressed himself as of opinion 
that no infernal machine capable of 
causing what had happened could be 
concealed in so small a compass as that 
suggested. But it was pointed out in 
reply that from arrests and discoveries 
which had been made in America and 
on the continent it was evident that 
the manufacture of infernal machines j 
and investigations into the qualities of 
explosives wero being scientifically and 
systematically cajried on. 


Though no connection had as yet lieen 


traced between the persons who had 
been arrested and the perpetrators of the 
recent outrages, the probabilities were 
that such connection existed, and it was 
asked whether it might not be possible 
that some one who was thus engaged in 
experimenting with explosives had dis- 
covered a new explosive, or a new com- 
bination of explosives, which was differ- 
ent from and more deadly than any- 
thing known to the authorities. 


Into the probability or improbability 


of this and other theories which were 
put forward it would be idle hers to en- 
ter. All that is known is that the train 
had only just entered the tunnel imme- 
diately to the west of Blackfriars sta- 
tion when these occurred the most awful 
explosion of the sort within the memory 
of man. The passengers, as well as the 
guard, driver and stoker, not only of 
the train in which the explosion took 
place, but also of a train which was 
proceeding in tba oppoiita direction and 
happened to be passing at the time, 
were killed to a man, with the excep- 
tion of one of Smith's bookstall boys, 
whose escape seemed almost miraculous. 
Every soul in the station—ticket collect- 
ors, porters, station master and the un- 
fortunate people who wera waiting on 
the platform—shared the same fate. 


Nor was this all, for aS the moment 


when the outrage occurred the train was 
passing under one of the busiest cross- 
ings 
in 
London—that where New 


Bridge street, Blaekfriara bridgs, Queen 
Victoria street and the Thames embank- 
ment converge—and so terrific was tho 
explosion that tha space between these 
converging thoroughfares was blown 
away as a man's hand is blown away 
by the bursting of a gun. 


The buildings 
in 
the immediate 


neighborhood, including parts of St. 
Paul's station on the London, Chatham 
and Dover railway, the offices over 
Blackfriars station and De Keyser's ho- 
tel on the opposite side of the way, were 
wrecked, and the long arm of Black- 
friars bridge lay idly across the river, 
like a limb which has been rudely hack- 
ed from a body. 


But it is not my intention to attempt 


any realistic description of the scene or 
of the awful sights which were witnoas- 
ed whnn, after the first paralyzing mo- 
ment of panic was over, tho search for 
the injured, the dying and the dead was 
commenced. The nnnaber of lives lost, 
includiug those who perished in Black- 
friars station, in the two trains, in tho 
street and in the surrounding build- 
ings, was enormous. Several columns of 
the papers next morning were filled 
with lists of the missing and the dead. 
One nama on.the list had a terrible sig- 
nificance. It was the name of the man 
to achieve whose murder the lives of so 
many innocent men and women had 
been ruthlessly sacrificed, the name of 
a man whose remains were never found, 
bnt whose funeral pyro was built of the 
broken bodies of hundreds of Ms fellow 
creatures, the name of the chief secre- 
tary for Ireland. 


CHAPTER II. 


CAPTADf'SHANNON'S MANIFESTO. 


On'the day of the outrage upon the 


Metropolitan railway, a manifesto from 
Captain Shannon, of which the follow- 
ing is a copy, was received by the prime 
minister at his official residence in 
Downing stre?t. It was written, as usual, 
in roughly printed capitals, and as it 
bore the Dublin postmark of the preced- 
ing day must have been posted before 
the explosion hnd taken place: 
"To tho People of Groat Britain and 


Ireland: 
"FELLOW COUNTP/MEN AND CotTN- 


TETWOMEN—The anarchistic, nihilistic, 
Fenian and similar movements of the 
past have all been failures. That fact 
there is no denying. I do not mean to 
say that there have been no results to 
the glorious war which has been waged 
upon a society which is content to stand 
by heedless'and unconcerned while Rus- 
sia's many millions of starving and suf- 
fering fellow oraaturea are the slaves of 
a system by which the honor, liberty 
and life of every man, woman and child 
nra at the mercy of a tyrant's -whim and 
the whims of his myrmidons; a society 
which looks on smiling while Ireland 
is groaning under the heel of English 
oppression, and while capitalists, who 
yawn as they seek to devise- some new 
vice on which to squander the wealth 
which has become a burden to them, 
grind down and rweat the poor, setting 
one starving man to compete against 
another for a wage which can scarce 
find him and his in dry bread. 


"A 
society which, calling itself 


Christian and having it in its power to 
mend matters, can unconcerned endure 
such, iniquities /is blood guilty, and, so 
long as these tBIngs last, npon society 
shall its crimos be visited; with society 
mnst all just men and true wage deadly 
war. 


"What baa been done hitherto has 


not been without results. 


"But for the justice which was exe- 


cuted upon the archtyrant Alexander of '. 
Russia, the blow which was struck at 
English, tyranny by the destruction of 
Clerkenwell prison, the righteous pun- 
ishment which befell those servants of 
tyrants and enemies of freedom, Burks 
and Cavendish—but for these and other 
glorious deeds the bitter cry of the op- 
pressed all over the world had passed 
unheard and unheeded, Ireland had not 
wrung from reluctant England the 
few paltry concessions that have been 
made, and the dawning of the great 
day of freedom had been indefinitely 
postponed. 


"But the fact remains and cannot be 


denied that nihilists, anarchists, Fe- 
nians and those who under different 
names and different leaders are right- 
ing for freedom throughout the world 
havs up to the present failed to accom- 
plish the results at which they aim. 


"And why? 
"Because they have been scattered 


and separate organizations, each working 
independently of the other and having 
no resources outside itself. So long as 
this sort of thing continues nothing can 
be hoped for but the throwing away of 
precious lives and sorely needed money 
to no purpose. 


"Bnt let these scattered forces com- 


bine into one organized and all power- 
ful federation, and mankind will be at 
its mercy. 


"This is what has been done*. 
"The World Federation of Freedom is 


now an accomplished fact, for ali the 
secret societies of the world' have com- 
bined into one common and supreme or- 
ganization, with one common enemy 
and one common purpose. 


"That purpose is to rid mankind of 


the monsters of monarchy and imperial- 
ism, and with them of the whole vam- 
pire brood of peers, nobles and capital- 
ists, who, in order that they may live in 
idleness and sensuality, grind the face 
of the poor and drain drop by drop the 
hearts' blood of toiling millions. 


"Its 
object is to declare that nil 


things are the property of the people; 
to wrench from the greedy maw of 
landowners and captalista their ill'got- 
ten gaina and to restore thorn to the 
rightful possessors; to sweep from tha 
face of the earth the fat prienfs, minis- 
ters and clergy who batten and fatten 
on tha carrion of dead and decaying re- 
ligions; to preach the gospel of the 
happiness of man in place of the worship 
of God, and to declare the day of the 
great republic, when the many millions 
who have hitherto been ruled shall be- 
come the rulers. 


"That this glorious consummation 


can be attained all at once the federa- 
tion is net so sanguine as to expect. Its 
members know thai; though they have a- 
lever strong enough to move tho world 
they must be content to work slowly. 
Mankind is a chained giant. Tboir aim 
is to set him frqe. Bat to do this they 
must be content to knock off his fetters 
one by one, and at the last meeting of 
tho World Federation of Freedom it was 
unanimously agreed to inaugurate the 
great struggle for personal liberty. 


"The council of the federation has 


two reasons for deciding to commence 
the plan of campaign by freeing Ireland. 


The first is that the members know 


well that the greatest onemy with which 
they havs to contend—tha last country 
to be convinced of the righteousness of 
their cause—will be England, tha t prince 
ridden, priest ridden, peer ridden nation 
of flunkies and enemies of freedom, 
which shed the blood of her own chil- 
dren in America rather than grant them 
their rightful independence and now 
seeks in a similar way to keep Ireland, 
India, Canada and Australia under her 
cruel beol. At England, then, it is right 
and fitting tho first blow should be 
ratruck. 


"Tha othar reason is that Ireland, 


when she is once set free and in the 
bauds of the federation, is to be made 
the basis of future operations. It is very 
necessary that the federation should 
have some such headquarters, and in re- 
gard to size—too large a centeris not de- 
sirable—shape, situation and compact- 
ness, Ireland possesses peculiar natural 
advantages for the purpose. An island, 
surrounded on all sides as . by sentries 
by the sea, no hoitile force can steal 
upon her under cover and unawares. 
She is practically the key to Europe, 
and as a vantage ground from which to 
commence operations upon England her 
position cannot be bettered. 


"Is there a single thinking man or 


woman who cannot see that monarchy 
and imperialism, peers, clergy and class 
distinctions, are doomed, and that their 
utter downfall is only a matter of time? 
Germany, 
Russia, 
Austria, 
Italy, 


France and England ore undermined to 
tha very cores by socialism and anarchy. 
The mines which are to destroy society 
as society now exists are laid, though 
they are out of sight, and at any mo- 
ment the opportunity may coma to fira 
the train. Such an opportunity once oc- 
curred in France, but what happened 
then, though it served to show what 
hatred of its rulers was seething unsus- 
pected in the lowest stratum of society, 
was a mere accident. Bnt, if an acci- 
dental outbreak like the French revolu- 
tion could set rivers of blood running 
in France,-what may we not expect 
from the great revolution which, when 
it comes, as come it must, will be the 
result not of chance, but of long years 
of systematic propagation of socialistic 
principles among the masses? 


"There are people who will say that 


what happened on the other side of tha 
channel can never happen on this. But 
those who know what is going on in 
London, Manchester, Birmingham and 
all the largest towns know that we aro 
living on the edge of a volcano; that 
England is riper for revolution today 
than France was in 1789, though tha 
danger is as little snspecsed now as it 
was then, and that what happened then, 
and worse, may happen at any time in 
England unless her councilors have the 
foresight arid, tha wisdom to give to tho 
people what the people will assuredly 
otherwise take. 


, 
"It must be remembered that in Eng 


land we hare had for more than half a 
century a queen who does not forget 
that during that tiraex a completelrevo- 
Intinn bill taken placa'in many pre- 


r - I'r.it^ bolief.i and syatam1, a 
-rho knows tbat England will 


never t .iloi-ato another George IV, who 
recognizes that what, was patiently 
jorn-a 60., 40 and 20 years ago will not 
3s endured for a moment-today, arid 
IBS wisely avoided everything which 
can put royalty on its trial or the tem- 
per of ttie people to the test. Hence, 
ihough Englishmen know that a day of 
reckoning between royalty and the peo- 
ple is nigh, they have tacitly consented 
;o put .off that day so long as she lives 
and to call upon some other and less 
fortunate sovereign to settle tho account. 
But the account, too long overdue, will 
soon have to be settled. As -well might 
one man hope to stand against an in- 
coming sea, as well might the courtiers 
of old King Canute think by their chid- 
ing to stay the rude waves from wetting 
the feet of their royal master, as the 
rich few think that they can withstand 
the million of the poor whon the poor 
shall arise in their might and their 
right to claim as their own the riches 
which their labors have accumulated. 
In whose hands are those riches now? 


For answer let thsm look to the 


words which are written in the very 
heart of their seething, starving Lon'r- 
don, over the portico of . the- Royal Ex- 
change, 'The earth is theLord'sand the 
fullness thereof.' Yes, the lords'—this 
duke's, that- earl's—but not God's (if 
a God there be) or tho people's. 


But it is to restore the earth and 


the fullness thereof to the people that the 
'World Federation of Freedom is fight- 
ing. Its cause is the cause of the poor, 
and it ts sacred. Long yenrs of, toiling 
for tho bare necessities of life; have so 
broken the spirit of the poor that they 
have become almost like beasts of bur- 
den that wince before a whip in tho 
hands of a child and bow themselves to 
the yoke at the bidding'of a master 
whose puny Hio they could crush out ut 
a blow. It is time that the poor should 
bs made to see tho terriMs power which, 
if only by virtue" of their swarming mil- 
lions, lies at their command. 


"Ifc is for the people of Great Britain 


to make-choice whether they will throw 
in their lot with the winning side whi)o 
yet there i» time to make terms or 
whether they will sacrifice their lives 
and the lives of their wivei and children 
to support a system by the destruction 
of which they will be the first to profit. 
And in making suoh choice it must be 
remembered that tftey have no longer 
against them for tha purpose of freeing 
Ireland and of emancipating Russia a 
handful of patriots, struggling hopeless- 
ly against overwhelming odds, but the 
whole of the secret societies of the 
world. They have against them the 
most gigantic and farreaching organiza- 
tion which has been formed within the 
history of man, an organization the 
wealth and power of which ara prac- 
tically unlimited, which counts among 
its members statesmen ia every court in 
Europe, statesmen who, although they 
hold the highest offices of trust in their 
country's councils, are secrntly work- 
ing in connection with the federation, 
an organization which has spies and 
ejes in every place and will spare 
neither man, woman, nor child in the 
terrible vengeance which will be visited 
npoa its enemies. 


"The people of England, and espe- 


cially of London, will know before the 
morrow how farreaching ia the arm of 
the federation and how pitiless its venge- 
ance. 
Let them . be warned by what 


•will occur this day on the underground, 
railway, and let them bow aro lest by, 
hindering, either actively or passively, 
tha work of the federation, they inour 
that; vengeance.

THE DATLT RECORD TO THE BESCCTE. 
Three days after the explosion The 


Daily Record, which bad from the first 
given exceptional prominence to every- 
thing connected with the outrages, is- 
sued n special supplement, in which, ia 
a lotter to tho -people of England, tho 
editor said that in view of the infamous 
conspiracy which had 
been formed 


against tho welfare of the British em- 
pire and against the lives of British 
citizens, the proprietors of Tho Daily 
Record had some months ago decided to 
bring ail their resources, capital and 
energy to boar upon tho di :overy of 
the promoters of the conspiracy. lu the 
carrying out of this investigation the 
services of the very ablest English and 
foreign detectives had been engaged, 
their instructions being that, so loug aa 
absolute secrecy was observed and ul- 
timata success attained, tho question of 
expense was to remain entirely uncon- 
Eidered. As a result, he was now able to 
supply tha names and, in three cases, 
personal descriptions and portraits of 
seven men who were beyond all ques- 
tion the leaders of thft movement, and 
one of whom, though which ha regret- 
ted ha was at present unable to say, 
the notorious Captain Shannon himself.

And in offering these rewards they 


made no exception in regard to the per- 
«ons who were eligible to claim them. 


So long as the person claiming the re- 
ward or rewards had supplied the in- 
formation which led to the arrest or ar- 
rests of the individuals indicated, tho 
money should be faithfully paid with- 
out question or reservation. 


Needless to say th'e publication of this 


letter, with '-the' names, and in threa 
oases with portraits, of 'the men who 
wero asserted to be thn-leaders of tha 
conspiracy and the-offer of such large 
rewards created a profound 'sensation 
not only in England and Ireland, .but in 
America and'on the continent. 


Ona or two" of The - Daily Record's 


contemporaries did not hesitate to cen- 
sure the action which,hnd been taken as 
an advertising dodge, and a well known 
Conservative organ declared that such a 
direct insult to the authorities was cal- 
culated seriously to injure the national 
prestige of England; that the govern- 
ment had made every,possible effort to 
protect society and to bring the perpe- 
trators of the recent outrages to book, 
and that the result of The Record's rash 
and ill advised procedures would be to 
stultify the action of the police and to 
defeat the ends of justice. 
; 


On the other hand, tho public gener- 


ally—especially, in.view of tha fact that 
The Record had succeeded in discover- 
ing who wore the' leaders of the con- 
spiracy, which the police had apparent- 
ly failed to do—was inclined to give 
the editor and the proprietors credit for 
the patriotism they claimed, anl it was 
confidently believed that the offer of so 
larga a reward would;tempt some one to 
turn informer nnd to give . np his con- 
federates to justice. 


What The Daily Record did for Eng- 


land the Dublin .News, which had been 
consistently loyal throughout and- the 
most fearlessly .outspoken of. all the 
Irish press in its denunciation of Cap- 
tain Shannon, did for Ireland., Ithniled 
the proprietors and editor of The Record 
as patriots, declaring that, in view of 
the inefficiency which the government 
had - displayed in its efforts. to protect 
the public, it was • high. time that the 
public should bestir itself and take the 
matter into its own hand. • It reprinted 
—by the permission of The Record—the 
descriptions .and portraits of the "sus- 
pects" and distributed them broadcast 
over the country, and it announced that 
it would add to the amount which was 
offered by The Daily Record for infor- 
mation which would lead to the arrest 
of Captain Shannon the Bum of £5,000. 


CHAPTER. IV. 


THE MDKDZtt IN FtEET STREET. 


Ton a. m. is a comparatively quiet 


hour in Fleet street. Tha.sale of morn- 
ing papers has practically dropped, and 
as the second edition of those afternoon 
journals of which no one ever seen a 
first has not yet been served out to the 
clamoring and hustling mob at the dis- 
tributing centers, no vociferating news- 
boys, aproned with placards of Sun, 
News, Echo or Star, have as yet taken 
possession of the street corners and 
pavement curbs.

ing the newspaper world was sadly in 
want of a sensation. A royal personage 
had," it is true, put off thB orown cor- 
rupSible for one which would press less 
heavily on his brow, but he had, as u 
pressman phrased it, "given away tho 
entire situation" by allowing himself 
for a fortnight to be announced as "dy- 
ing."

contemptuously remarked that there 
never had been an approach to danger, 
was changed in the "extra specials" to 
"The Prince Describes His Narrow Es- 
cape. " 


Tho incident bad, however, been se- 


verely commented on as "sensation 
mougering" by. the morning papers 
(badly in want of n sensation them- 
selves) and was now practically closed, 
BO that .the alliterative artist of Tha 
Morning Advertiser's placards had noth- 
ing bettor upon which to exercise his in- 
genuity than a "Conflict Among Coun- 
ty Councilors," and The Daily Chron- 
icle's most exciting contents were a 
poem by Mr.-Richard la Gallienne and 
a letter from Mr. Bernard Shaw. Nor 
was anything doing in tha aristocratic 
world. Not n single duke, marquis, carl, 
viscount or baron WIIH appearing as re- 
spondent or corespondent in a divorce 
case or as actor in auy turf^or society 
scandal, aud tliero was H widespread fool- 
i-)g that tho aristocracy as a whole was 
uot doing its duty to.the country. 


As a matter of fact, one among many 


results of the sudden cessation, three 
months sines, of every sort of anarch- 
istic outrage bad been that the daily, 
papers could not seem other than flaii 
reading to a public which had previous- 
ly opened these same prints each morn- 
ing with apprehaiision and anxiety. 
Though the vigorous action taken by 
the editor of The Daily Record in Lou- 
don and of the Dublin News in Dublin 
had not, as had been . expected, led to 
the arreat of Captain" Shannon or his 
colleagues, it had apparently so alarmed 
the conspirators as to cause tham to 
abandon thair plan of campaign. The 
general, opinion was that Captain Shan- 
non, finding so much was known and 
tbat, though his own identity had not 
been fixed, the personality of the lead- 
ers of the conspiracy was no longer a 
secret,: had 'deemed it advisable to flae 
the country lest the offer of . so large a 
reward as £25,000 should feuipt th« 
cupidity-.of some of his colleagues. Arid 
as it always had been believed that ho 
was'ths prime source and author of the 
whole diabolical conspiracy, the cassa- 
tion of the outrages wa? ysgaiaed as a 
natural consequents of his defalcation. 


I was thinking of Captain Shannon 


and of the suddenness with which he 
had dropped out of public notice whila 
I walked up Fleet street on this particu- 
lar morning. As I passed The Daily 
Chronicle buildings..and glanced at the 
placards displayed in tho window I 
could not help contrasting in my mind 
the unimportant occurrences which 
were there in small type set forth with

as I approached the office of The Daily 
Record I heard the sound of (be sudden 
and hurried flinging open of a door, 
andithe next nioment a man, wild eyed, 
white faced and hatless, rushed out into 
the road shouting: "Murder! 
Murder! 


Police! Murder!" at the top of his voice. 


In an instant the restless, hurrying 


human streams that ebb and flow cease- 
lessly in the narrow channel of Fleet 
street—like contending rivers running 
between lofty banks—had surged up in 
a huge wave around him. In the next a 
policeman, pushing back the crowd 
with his light hand and his left, had 
forced a way to the man's side, inquir- 
ing gruffly: "Now, then, what's up? 
And where?" 


"Murder! The editor's just been 


itabbed in his room ,by Captain Shan- 
non or one of bis agents. Don't let any 
one out. .The assassin may not have had 
time to get away," was the rejoinder. 


There are no police officers more effi- 


cient and prompt to act than those of 
the city of London, and on this occasion 
they acquitted themselves admirably. 
Other constables had now. hurried ' up, 
and at once proceeded to clear a space 
in front of The Record office, forming a 
cordon on each side of the road, and al- 
lowing no one to pass in or out. 


A messenger was dispatched in haste 


for the nearest doctor, and when guards 
had been set at every entrance to, nnd 
possible exit frora^ The Record office 
two policemen passed within the build- 
ing to pursue' inquiries, and tha doors 
were shut and locked. Among tho crowd 
outside the wildest rumors and specula- 
tions were rife.

Ing, the safest place is in the open, 
close to the earth. If the boO.y is erect 
it acts as an excellent comluetor for 
the lightning to find its way to the 
earth.

ous to take refuge under n tree, says 
the Buffalo'Courier. 
Doubtless most 


of the- pel-sous who perished while 
under - trees- would be alive today 
had they remained in the open. • It is 
also, injudicious to 
butldle 
under 


thrashing machines, sheds or in the 
grand stands-of "race tracks or .county 
fairs, especially under or near the flag- 
staffs which, usually adorn such struc- 
tures.

' Avoid standing in doorways, near 
chimneys and fireplaces, close to cattle 
or near the ends of a wire clothes- 
line during a thunderstorm. On the 
other hand, there is not much sense 
in going to bed'-or trying to insulate 
oneself in feather beds. Small articles 
of steel or iron, as a knife, kettle or 
key,, do not attract lightning, as it is 
popularly believed. 


If one has been struck by lightning, 


the first thing to do is to go to work 
to restore consciousness, ns lightning 
oftener brings 'about suspended ani- 
mation th:in somatic death.

HEN making puddings, be sure 


that all the ingredients are ab- 
solutely fresh. Even the slight- 


est suspicion of taint in suet, milk or 
eggs -will be accentuated by the cooking 
process. 


Remember to grease the mold or ba- 


sin used for baked puddings. All bat- 
ter puddings should be cooked in a hot 
oven, as a slow oven is apt to malic 
them heavy. 
The saucepan used for boiled pud- 


dings should be three-quarters full of 
water. These puddings are best cooked 
in a cloth, though they perhaps look 
better if put in a basin or mold. They 
are much lighter and more evenly 
cooked if. tied in a cloth. Care must be 
taken to allow room for the pudding to 
swell. 
Remember that pudding cloths should 


never be washed with any soap at all, 
They should be soaked in cold water 
and then well rinsed in hot and after- 
ward put in'the open air to dry. 
When required for use again, put 


into boiling water, wring out and flour 
before using. 
Light puddings are better steamed 


than boiled. Use a well greased mold 
and lay over the top a piece of buttered 
paper.' 
The following recipes are for excel- 


lent puddings: 
Bachelor's Pudding.—Beat up three 


eggs and add them, with flavoring of 
lemon and grated nutmeg, to four 
ounces each of finely minced apples, 
currants, grated breadcrumbs and two 
ounces of sugar. Two or three lumps 
of sugar must be rubbed on the rind o£ 
a lemon and then dropped into the 
mixture. Mix thoroughly and boil in a 
buttered mold for three hours. 


Date Pudding—Take a quarter of a 


pound of stoned dates, half a pound of 
suet, half a pound of breadcrumbs, on* 
tablespoonful of sugar, two eggs arid 
one cup of. milk. Chop suet and dates 
and add other ingredients. Place in a 
buttered basin and boil for throe hours. 


San Juan Pudding.—Take two eggs, 


two ounces of moist sugar, two ounces 
of butter, one-halt pound of flour, a lit- 
tle milk; beat all together, butter the 
basin well, pour in one-half pound ol 
golden sirup, then fill the basin \vith 
the mixture. Steam two and a; half 
hours. When turned out, the sirup will 
form a lovely; brown crust,

tion to the -attention of the president. 
The first name signed to he report was 
that of Gen. E!i Torrence, commaiufcr in 
chief, who stated in his address that as 
soon as the report was brought to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's notice the resignation 
of Commissioner Evans was accepted- 


The committee consisted of Gen- Tor- 


renca, R. B. Heath, James R- Carnahan, 
C. G. Burton, W. H. Upham, John C: 
Linehan, Henry E. Taintor and. John C. 
Black and all signed it except Gen. Black"- 
who was unable to meet with the com- 
mittee. He says, however, that ho con-' 
curs in its deductions. 


The investigation was conducted 
in 


Washington and the committee began 
their report by saying that Commission- 
er Evans afforded them every opportun- 
ity to make it thorough. Speaking of 
the results of -their inquiry into special 
complaints they say that many of these 
complaints were without merit but -that

MEDICAL DIVISION BLAMED-

soldiers disabilities." 


IN HOSTILE HANDS. 


The report closes as follows: 
"We respectfully submit that it can- 


not reasonably be expected that the pen- 
sion laws will be fairly construed- and 
justlv administered in accordance with 
their spirity nnd intendment by those, 
who treat every applicant for a pension 
with distrust, regard his attorney as a 
fraud and brand the examining surgeon 
,ns incompetent, snd dishonest. 


"We contend that such n.n attitude on

ter so sacred a trust.

bury called tlie conference to order in 
Masonic Temple, 200 delegates being pres- 
ent.

We of Detroit have no special 
plan to presetit to you nor do we intend

the better. If the constitution prevents 
an action being taken, by the govern- 
ment against the coal companies the 
sooner it is made to feel the needs of the 
people the better. 


"Even if .tnere is no law under which 


the present shortage of coal can be rem- 
edied there is the supreme law, the law 
of self-preservation. We not only want 
to cure the present difficulty that besets 
us,, but we want to suggest those reme- 
dies that will cure it for all time." 


Ex-Gov. Cy.vus G. Luce, of Michigan, 


was elected president; Edward M. Lahiff 
of Chicago, was made secretary.
